(7) Jacob Lockhart and his wife Mary, with several of their 
children, came from the North of Ireland to America, first to 
Pennsylvania and then to Augusta Co., Va., in the great Ulster 
migration, some time in ihe seventeen-thirties. About the same 
time with Jacob Lockhart there came to Augusta Co., James Lockhart, 
probably a brother of Jacob, as they appear together in Augusta Co. 
records. 

Jacob Lockhart and James Lockhart both had plantations in 
Beverly Manor about ten miles westerly from Staunton. 

Jacob Lockhart became an active scout and Indian fighter, as 
did many of the Scotch-Irish immigrants. He moved later with the 
advancing frontier and located at last in Greenbrier County. He 
had a considerable family. His daughter Phebe became the wife of 
Capt. James Ward who was killed by Indians in the battle of Point 
Pleasant. Another daughter married Captain Mathew Arbuckle. Jacob 
Lockhart and Captain Mathew Arbuckle made the earliest known ex- 
ploring trip in the Indian country in the Kenawha Valley in 1765 
and Captain Arbuckle with that training guided General Andrew Lewis! 
army on its March to the Ohio River at Point Pleasant in 1774. There 
are many records of the active work as scout madé by Jacob Lockhart 
in the Indian wars and in the Revolution. His will, dated Jan. 30, 
1771, was proved April 15, 1783, and he was killed by Indians short- 
ly before the last date. (Aug. Rec. vol. 3 p. 164) Only part of hie 
children are mentioned in his will, his son James, Jacob and Levi 
and daughters Jane and Elce. His son-in-law, Capt. Mathew Arbuckle, 
was named one of his executors but Capt. Arbuckle had been killed 
nearly iwo years before the will was probated. 


Jacob Lockhart!s son Jacob Lookhart was also killed by Indians. 


— 


His wife was also named Mary. His will was dated March 31, 1784, and 
was recorded in Greenbrier County where he lived. He was killed in 
the fall of 1785. Surviving him were his widow Mary Lockhart and 
their sons, Oharles, James and John, and two daughters, Agnes and 
Elizabeth. (Augusta Rec. Vol. 2, p. 205, 209.) The widow and the 
family moved to Kentucky. 

The life of Phebe Lockhart Ward shows the terrible dangers 
Which were always present on the frontier and the tragedies which 
frequently entered their families. The father, brother and husband 
of Phebe Lockhart Ward were killed by Indians and her son John Ward 
was taken captive by Indians when he was three years old (1758) and 
he was reared as a savage and engaged several times in battle with 
the whites when his father or brothers were leading them. Finally, 
in 1793, he was killed in battle near Bainbridge, Ross Co., Ohio, when 
his brother, the second Oaptain James Ward led one division of the 
Whites. | | 

Charles Arbuckle, son of Capt. Mathew Arbuckle, and grandson of 
Jacob Lockhart, continued to reside to the end of his life in Green- 
brier Co. The Draper Mes. (8zz15) contain a letter he wrote to Draper 
August 15, 1845, concerning the history of the Arbuckles and Lock- 
harts and Wards. Charles Arbuckle had five halfbrothers whose des- 
cendants are scattered through Virginia and Kentucky and many western 
states. One of the half-brothers was Gen. Mathew Arbuckle who served 
in the U. S. regular army from 1799. He died June 11, 1851, after a 
distinguished service in the Indian country west of the Mississippi. 

Jacob Lockhart's brother, James Lockhart, the immigrant, was a 
prominent man in Augusta County and left numerous descendants. His 


sons were Patrick, Randall and William Lockhart. James! daughter 


Mary married Sampson Mathews in 1759. He was the fourth son of John 
Mathews who came from Ulster, Ireland, and settled about 1742 above 
Balcony Falls in Rockbridge Co., Va., and married Anne Archer, 
daughter of Sampson Archer, a noted pioneer. Anne's sister Betsy 
married Robert Renick, Martha, daughter of Sampson and Mary (Lock- 
hart) Mathews married Thomas Posey, born July 9, 1750, who was 
quartermaster under Gen. Lewis in Dunmore's War, and later became 
governor of Indiana Terr., 1813-1816. 
| Sampson Mathews became a Oolonel in the Revolution and his 
brother George became Governor of Georgia in 1786 and 1793 and died 
in Savannah in 1818 aged 73 years. 

Sampson Mathews's second wife was Mary, daughter of Jacob War- 
| (and Mary's nephew was Captain Jacob Warrick (a changed spelling) 
Wick, granddaughter of William and Elizabeth (Dunlap) Warwick, /who 
was killed at the battle of Tippecanoe. Warrick County, Indiana, 
was named for hin. 

Sampson Mathew's brother William Mathews remained in Greenbrier 
Co., where he has male descendants. One of them, Capt. Jacob War- 
Wick Mathews, born 1839, owned a farm of 2,000 acres in Greenbrier 
CO., the house on which was built by Col. Andrew Humphreys, father 
of Prof. Milton Wylie Humphreys, the noted Confederate Soldier, auth- 
or, and professor at the University of Virginia, born Sept. 15, 1844, 
died Nov. 20, 1928. 


James Lockhart!s son, Patrick Lockhart, married Mary A 


He was the merchant of Botetourt, in the days of the Indian wars. 
Later he was an officer in the Revolution and served as Major at York- 
town (Aug. Rec. Vol. 2, p. 503.) 

James Lockhart's son William died after 1787, leaving four 


daughters, Elizabeth, Mary, Margaret and Susanna (Aug. Rec. Vol. 3, 


p. 110.) 

Jacob Lockhart, besides James, had another brother:  Oharles 
who died in 1767 and whose estate was administered by Jacob (Aug. 
Rec. Vol. 1, p. 134). Charles Lockhart was a trusted Indian scout 
(Preston Papers, letter from Gen. Andrew Lewis to Col. Wm. Preston, 


March 23, 1765).

It seems fitting, as an introduction to the history of the 
Humphreys families of Greenbrier Co., Va., to consider first the 
earlier Humphreys families which appeared in the mother county of 
Augusta, Va. They came with the first Scotch Irish immigrants and 
are reoorded in the first Augusta Co. books. In 1742 William Hum- 
phreys was on the muster roll of Captain John Buchanan's Company, 
Augusta Co. Militia. 

On June 25, 1747, two patents, each for 400 acres, were re- 
corded, one to James Humphreys and the other to William Humphreys, 
the latter for a tract on North River, Shenandoah, having one corner 
on Castle Hill. William died that same summer and his son James 
chose in court as his guardian Jacob Gillespy. 

Jacob Gillespy in 1749 was a resident on the South Fork of 
the South Branch of the Potomac. (Aug. Rec. Vol. 1, p. 433.) This 
indicates that William Humphreys probably also resided in that re- 
gion and may have been related to Col. Ralph Humphreys, & notable 
Revolutionary War Officer, a resident on the South Branch of the 
Potomac. He was born in 1735, served in the Second Virginia State 
Regiment from 1777, and was at Valley Forge. In 1784 Col. Ralph 
Humphreys was granted right for public ferry from his land in Hamp- 
Shire Co., Va., across South Branch of the Potomac. (Vartmell, 
Shenandoah Valley, p. 67.) The U. 8. Census, 1790, reports that in 
1788, on the tax list prepared by Simon Taylor, gent., for his divi- 
sion of Hampshire 0o., Va., Ralph Humphreys had on his place 7 
whites and 10 blacks. In 1784 he had 5 souls, 3 dwellings, 2 other 
buildings. | 

The Winchester Gazette of July 2, 1788, says that Virginia 
delegate Alex. White sent & letter by Ool. R. Humphreys and Col. E. 


e 


Zane, informing his constituents that Virginia had ratified the con- 
stitution. (Cartmell, Shenandoah Valley, p. 155.) At that time 
Col. Ralph Humphreys lived in Hampehire Co., on the South Branch of 
the Potomac, sad Col. Ebenezer Zane lived at Wheeling on the Ohio 
River. Delegate Alex. White was evidently sending the news to the 
settlers on the Virginia frontier. 

Col. Ralph Humphreys was an active enterprising citizen as he 
set out soon for the distant country on the lower Mississippi and 
died in 1794 at Claiborne, Miss., leaving descendants whose careers 
vore as interesting as his own. In 1768 Col. Ralph Humphreys mar- 
ried Agnes Wilson, daughter of Lt. Col. George Wilson, a famous 
early resident of Augusta Qo., born in 1729. Most of the D. A. R. 
Lineage records of his descendants give the name of Lt. Col. George 
Wilson's wife as Elizabeth MoQuerry, thereby concealing the fact 
that she was the daughter of John MeQreery, an early settler of 
Bath CO., Va., "of some means and enterprise,“ (Morton's Bath Co., 
p. 198). "He died on his homestead in 1768 after dividing it be- 
tween his sons John &nd Hobert, both of whom were prominent in civil 
and military life in the country before moving to Kentucky." John 
McOreery's great, great grandsons were Thomas 0. MeO#eery (1816- 
1890) twice elected U. 8. Senator from Kentucky, and James Bennett 
McOreary (1838-1918) twice governor of Kentucky, six times repre- 
sentative in Congress and once United States Senator. Lt. Col. 
George Wilson and Elizabeth MoOreery were married in 1750. Soon 
after their daughter Agnes married Col. Ralph Humphreys in 1768, 
the Wilsons moved to Westmoreland Co., Pa., and Pennsylvania made 
him a prominent militia officer, and Congress in 1776 commissioned 


him Lt. Colonel in the 8th Pa. Regt. He led his men in midwinter 


to 


over the mountains nearly 500 miles eastward, but died from exposure 
in Feb., 1777, at Quibbletown, N. J. 

Col. Ralph Humphreys had a son, George Wilson Humphreys, who had 
in turn & son, Benjamin Grubb Humphreys (1808-823) who was governor 
of Mississippi 1865-67. The latter's son, Benjamin Grubb Humphreys 
(1865-1923) was a member of Congress from Mississippi and his son, 
William Yerger Humphreys, (born 1890) was a member of Congress 1923- 
25. | 
| In 1763 David Carlisle Humphreys came from Armaugh, in the North 
of Ireland to Augusta 00., Va., married Margaret Finley, niece of 
Pres. Samuel Finley of Princeton. Their great grandson was Prof. 
David Carlisle Humphreys, born 1855, of Washington and Lee University. 

Dr. Alexander Humphreys followed his brother, David Carlisle Hum- | 
phreys, from Armaugh, Ireland, to Augusta Co., Va., within a few 
years after 1763, and in 1788 married Mary Brown, daughter of Rev. 
John Brown, the famous preacher of New Providence, Rockbridge 00., 
V&., and they had 5 sons and one daughter. Dr. Alexander Humphreys 
died in 1802 and his widow and children moved to Kentucky. Their 
— David Carlisle Humphreys, married Sarah Scott, daughter of Dr. 
Joseph and Martha (Finley) Scott, and had a son, Joseph Alexander 
Humphreys (1836-1862), whose son and grandson bear his name, 2d and 
Sd. Rev. John Brown of Rockbridge Co., Va., and his wife Margaret, 
daughter of John and Elizabeth (Patton)Preston, of Augusta Co., 
had a famous family. Their children were (1) Mary, wife of Dr. 
Alexander Humphreys; (2) Elizabeth, wife of Rev. Thos. B. Craighead; 
(3) John Brown (1757-1827) first United States Senator from Kentucky, 
whose grandson, Benj. Gratz Brown (1826-1885), was successively U, 8. 


Senator from Kentucky, and from Missouri, and governor of Missouri;

| The records of Augusta 00., Va., note that Joshua Humphreys

In 1776 Joseph Humphreys was foreman of the Augusta Qo. jury 
which found a verdict of guilty in the trial of Rev. Alex Miller, 
royalist, and assessed a fine of one hundred pounds and two years 
imprisonment. | 

Some of these many Scotch-Irish Humphreys immigrants from 
Ulster to Augusta Co. may have been kinsman of the Greenbrier Hum- 
phreys families who came to America in 1775 and this connection 
may have led them to seek new homes on the Virginian frontier ad- 


jacent to Augusta Co.

They came from England and settled in 
Quakertown, Bucks County, Pennsylvania. Later Basil moved to what is 
now Montgomery County, Maryland, and so began the southern branch 
of the family. John married and lived in Pennsylvania, and was the 
ancestor of the northern branch. 


John married finn in 1692 and had a son John (1726-1810), who 
married finn Roberts about 1760.

John Baldwin Adamson and his wife Lucy Adamson, settled on 
Adamson's Choice immediately after the grant of the patent. They had 
three children: Basil, Jeremiah, and Lucy. 


John Baldwin Adamson died in 1744. The inventory of his personal 
estate is on record in Annapolis. He was survived by his wife L:ucy and 
three young children of whom Basil was the eldest. 


p.5 Most of the Adamsons are the descendants of John Baldwin 
Adamson, who lived on a tract of land known as Rdamson' Choice, 
conveyed to him by a patent granted to him by Lord Baltimore, 
proprietor of the Province of Maryland, under the date of July 2, 1726. 
Rdamson's Choice was then in Prince George County, later Frederick 
County, and now Montgomery County, in a district known as Scotland, 
on Captain John's Creek, about three and one-half miles from 
Rockville.

On January 13,1759, Basil sold Adamson"s Choice to William Williams. 
The deed of sale is on record in Frederick County, Maryland. In the 
deed Basil Adamson is described as a planter. 


Basil Adamson married in 174? when he was only 19 years old. His 
wife was Nancy Spiers, a daughter of Benjamin Spiers. They had 10 
children, the first of whom was John, who was born in 1748. 


After the slae of Adamson's Choice, Basil Adamson and his brother 
became builders. They had contracts with Frederick County for 
building bridges and for other public work. 


Basil Adamson died in Montgomery County, Maryland in November 
1785. |

The Georgia branch of the family is descended from Basil Adamson, 
chiefly through one son, Greenbverry Adamson. 


Basil Rdamson's other children were John, Elisha, William, Washington, 
Frederick, Lloyd, Keziah, and Barbara. Greenberry was neut to the 
youngest son. John, the oldest, served in the Revolutionary war. He 
died in Maryland in 1828 at the age of 80 years. 


Elisha went to Ohio, Washington to Virginia. Frederick first went to 
Virginia and later to Ohio. William settled in Kentucky. LLoyd remained 
in Maryland. Greenbery and his three sisters moved to Washington, 
Wilkes County, Georgia, in 1789, four years after the death of his 
father, basil.

His second wife was Sally Boyd.His will, dated 
November 10,1828 and probated January 17,1852, gives his property 
to his wife Sally, during her life. Other bequests are made to his 
children. He died in 1828. His children are as follows: Elisha, William, 
Hillary S. D., John LLoyd, Elizabeth, Keziah and Eleanor. Elizabeth, the 
oldest daughter by his first wife, married William Prather and had two 
sons, William and Henry Prather.

James Adamson was born September 7, 1799 in Xentucky, later 
moving to Cli:ton County, Ohio where he married Lydia Roberds 
August 21, 1817. Later he moved on to South initsley, 
Indiana wnere no doubt nis first wife Lydia died as the 

1850 census places him in Wayne, Koskiusko County, Indiana 
and his wife at that time was Nancy. He di:d March 23, 1853 
and is supposed to be buried in Oakwood Cemetery, Warsaw, 
Indiana but this I cannot verify as all th:ir records were 
lost in a fire. 


I have no idea of who nis parents were but have been going 
on the assumption that his father may have been William son 
of Basil .nd Nancy Adamson of Montzomery County, Maryl.nd, 
At first I guessed that his father's name may have been John 
as tnis name appears so frequently,in tae family line and 
this was the name that James Adamson gave to his eldest son. 
James Adamson had four children as of 1850; John, Thomas, 
Nancy and slizabeth. 


Rig: t now I am endeavori:ig to locate records on Wil. iam 
Adamson that would give nis date of birth, tne name of his 
wife and ihe county or town where he resided in Kentucky in 
order that I might check to see if in fact James was his son. 


Do you have azy idea of what religion the early Adamson 
families pursued? I have S e. a bried reference in a copy 
of the National Genealogical Quarterly that shows Nathan 
Adamson to be a member of the Methodist Church in Indiana.

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ADAMSON FAMILY 


In 1691, two brothers. John and Basil Adamson settled in Penn- 
sylvania when they came over from England. Later, Basil moved to 
what is now Montgomery County, Maryland. While John settled in 
Quakertown, Pa., Bucks County, and here he joined the Richland 
Meeting. His descendants form the northern branch of the family as 
they moved eastward to Ohio, Iowa and other places in the middle west. 

E Basil Adamson moved to Maryland as the court records show and 
i prove. His son, John Baldwin Adamson, (please note the use of the 
second Christian name which is most unusual at this time) received a 
grant of land from Lord Baltimore. This land was 100 acres in 
Prince George's County, Maryland and the patent was given in 1726. 
The record is found in Annapolis, Md. John Baldwin Adamson and his 
o wife, Lucy, settled on "Adamson'!s Choice" immediately after the grant 
l was made. They had three children, Basil, Jeremiah and Lucy. John 
Baldwin Adamson died in 1744. The inventory of his personal estate 
is on record in Annapolis, Md. Basil, the oldest child, was born 
at "Adamson's Choice" 1728. On January 13, 1759, Basil sold "Adamson's 
Choice" to William Williams. In the deed which is recorded in Fred- 
erick, Md. Basil is described as a planter. 

In 1747, when nineteen years of age, Basil jartea Nancy Spiers, 
a daughter of Benjamin Spiers and they had ten children, the first 
was John, who was born in 1748, the others were Elisha, William, 
Washington, Frederick, Greenberry, Lloyd, Elizabeth, Keziah and 

Barbara. | | 
Basil did not serve in the American Revolution but he did sign 


the oath of fidelity and this is recognized as a patriotic service.

Basil remained at home and worked as a planter and farmer while his 
older son went PRO fid and became a Captain. Many persons in 

Maryland signed the Oath of Fidelity and records are easily found. 

John died in Maryland in 1828 at the age of 80 years. 

Elisha was born in Montgomery County, in 1765 and he married 
Nancy Beall, a daughter of Benjamin Beall. They came to Ohio and 
after Elisha's death at Logan Springs, near Urbana, Ohio, Nancy came 
on with her son Elisha to the farm near Rockville, Indiana. She is 
buried in the Rockville, Indiana cemetery. From this brother, the 
Parke County Adamsons are descended. 

Frederick Adamson, the youngest son, was born May 23, 1780 in 
Montgomery County, Maryland. He was mentioned in the will of his 
brother, John, who left him $50.00. This will was made in November 
1828 and is recorded in the registrar's office of Montgomery Co., 
Maryland, Liber 147,849. Frederick left the county and went to West 
Virginia and lived in Harper's Ferry, here he married Sarah Summers 
in January 1803 and they had three children, Elisha, William I. 
Greenberry and Anna who remained in Virginia after their mother's 
death. | 

Frederick and his second wife, Martha, whom hs married near 
Newmarket, Montgomery County, March 2, 1809, moved to Muskingum 
County, Ohio. While living in Harper's Ferry, Frederick and Martha 
had the following children: Washington, March 8, 1810, Lloyd Nelson, 
born February 12, 1820 and John, Nathan and Luther. "hen Frederick 
moved to Ohio, he became a pioneer settler of Muskingum County, of 
which Zanesville is the largest town, and here he cleared a home from 


the unbroken wilderness. (History of Clay County)

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Lloyd Nelson Adamson was born Bt Harper's Ferry, February 12, 
1820, and he received an excellent education and in his early life 
was engaged in teaching school for several years. In the meantime, 
he studied medicine, but never adopted The profession, preferring 
agricultural pursuits. He bought land at Bush Creek, Muskingum 
County, Ohio, where he carried on farming until 1872, coming to 
Harmony, Indiana where he was engaged in the mercantile business the 
remainder of his life. He died there in 1886 at the age of 66 years. 
He married Eliza Bond and they had ten children: Martha Ann, Samuel 
Frederick, William Nelson, Harriet Ellen, George Washington, Rosalie 
Adelia, Mary Eliza, Alice Sara, Charles Harrison, Della Jane. 

For the present descendants, each family will have to work out 
their own chart. | 

Ihe records of John Baldwin Adamson, Basil (1728-1785) and his 
brother, John, are found in Annapolis, and kockville, Montgomery 
County, Maryland. | 

Basil and Nancy Speirs Adamson had the following children, John, 
who was a Revolutionary soldier and who remained in Maryland, dying 
in 1828, age 80 years. | 

Greenberry, dio moved to Georgia, founded the Georgia line. 

William, Washington, Lloyd, Elizabeth, Keziah and Barbara, none 
of whom we have contacted. 7 

Frederick, who went to Harper's Ferry, we had his history at the 
last reunion, he is the head of the Clay County Adamsons. 

Elisha married Nancy Ann Beall and moved near Urbana, Ohio. 

They had the following children: Nathan, Ruth, Lloyd, Beall, Ann, 
John and Elisha. 


After the death of the father near Urbana, Ohio, two of the 
sons we know came west to Indiana, bringing the mother with them. 

Nathan married Phobe Humphreys and is the ancestor of the late 
William W. Adamson of Terre Haute. 

Elisha married Mary Ann Robinson, they settled first in Wayne 
County, Indiana, then in Montezuma, Indiana for a short time and 
finally in Hockville, Indiana. 

Ihe brothers, Nathan and Elisha, were partners in business, 
being contractors, bridge builders, many of the old early wooden 
structures of Parke County being their handiwork. After they 
dissolved partnership, Elisha took up the construction of public 
buildings and houses; however, he was a man of many parts, and was 

: for a number of. years a familiarly know and prominent citizen of 
Parke and adjoining counties. He engaged actively an manufacturing, 
having flour mills and woolen factories, and also did general mer- 
chandising business. He built the courthouse at Newport, Indiana, 
also at Greencastle. He was a stanch abolitionist, active in 
political life being a close friend and associate of the late Gov. 
Wright. | 

He also was a minister of the gospel and he and his wife were 
early leaders in the Methodist Church in Parke County and later in 
Clay County. i 

In appearance he was a large man, six feet tall and weighing 
about 200 pounds, he was unafraid, was a "Forty Niner" making the 
trip overland, he did not dig for gold but plied the carpenter's 
trade in San Francisco, on the return trip he became very 111 and 
the wagon train had to leave him with some friendly Indians, as he 


was too sick to travel. EI 


The Indians nursed him back to health and he came home to con- 


tinue his active life. 

All his sons were in the civil war and he gave a portion of 
farm products each year to the support of soldier's families. He 
died in 1879 and is buried at Hockville, Indiana. 

He is the ancestor of the Clinton Adamson's, Henry of Terre 


Haute, Strykers of Parke County, Jerome Bogle and the Walsh's of 


Clay County.
